Applicant noted that FCFs METRAL connector line included low-speed connectors that 
allowed for "customer selected pin assignments." Applicant further noted, however, that, at 
least because the METRAL contacts are square and equally spaced along the rows and 
columns, METRAL does not teach or suggest a connector having edge-coupled differential 
signal pairs of electrical contacts. 

The Examiner suggested that the Applicant recite additional structural limitations in the claims 
to distinguish over the low-speed METRAL connector.
